CENTENARY OF| 


“ JOHN ADAMS,” 
PR al i 
THE MUTINY OF THE 
“BOUNTY.” 


ee

A CENTURY ago there died a€ ‘the 

Jone island Piteairn, far out in 
the Pacific Ocean, between Australia and 
South America, a remarkable man, 
Alexander Smith, 


alias John gig i 
known as “ The Patriarch of Piteairn.” 


His life-story challenges comparison - for 
dramatic interest with that of 
Selkirk, uncrowned monarch of 


me 
Fernandez, from whose experiences 
is supposed to have drawn the inspiration | 


- his immortal narrative of ‘‘ Robinson 
rusoe. 

Selkirk was a buccaneer. Adams,. of 
whose antecedents nothing whatever is 
known, is linked with an episode of the 
sea, the “‘ Mutiny of the Bounty,” in 
‘April, 1789, which, by reason of its 
extraordinary circumstances occupies a 
position of much interest and importance 
in the annals of the Royal Navy, and 
has furnished material for several books. 


When the mutiny occurred the Bounty, 


a ship of 215 tons burthen, with a crew 
of forty-four, under Lieutenant (after- 
wards Admiral) Bligh, was on a yoyage 
with plants of the bread-fruit tree 
intended for acclimatisation in the West 
India Colonies, Either the crew had 
become utterly demoralised by the ease 
and luxury of six months’ stay at 
Otaheite, where the natives had lavished 
every attention upon them, and offered 
them powerful inducements to remain, or 
they were provoked to fury by the over- 
bearing temper and harsh treatment of 
their commander. Be that as it may, 
they mutinied under the ring-leadership 
of the chief officer of the watch, a man 


of good family named Christian, over- 


powered the captain and his loyal officers 
in the night watches, and’ cast them 
adrift—eighteen men all. told—in an 
open boat, only twenty-three feet long, 
with a small: stock of provisions and 
without a chart. 


SEIZURE OF LIEUTENANT BLIGH. 


Bligh has left his own account of the 
episode. “While I was asleep,” he 
says, “Mr. Christian, officer of the 
watch ; Charles Churchill, ship’s corporal : 
John Mills, gunner’s mate, and Thomas 
Burkitt, seaman, came into my cabin, 
and, seizing me, tied my hands with a 
cord behind my back, threatening me with 
instant death if I spoke or made the least 
noise. I demanded the reason of such 
violence, but received no answer other 
than abuse for not holding my tongue.”’ 
Threat followed threat, but, as Bligh 
acknowledges, no actual attempt was made 
to translate words into deeds. Some effort 
was needed, however, to persuade Christian 
to allow the victims of the outrage the 
use of a sound boat instead of the leaky 
and unsafe craft originally marked out 
for them. 

Bligh, who had sailed under Captain 
Cook on his second voyage round the 
world, was reputed to be a first-class 
seaman, and he proved his claim to the 
distinction by sailing his frail craft for 
3,618 miles to the safety of Timor Island, 
near Java, after almost incredible hard- 
ship—an achievement which has never 
been eclipsed. 

Little has transpired as to the part 
taken by Adams in the mutiny. One 
account declares th-t ‘‘he told Churchill, 
the master-at-arms, to look sharp after 
James Morrison, the boatswain’s mate, as 
he had seen him shake hands with John 
Milward when Mr. Fryer, the master, 
spoke to them about rescuing their 
commander and recovering possession of 
the ship.” Another version is that 
though standing sentry, he showed no 
particular activity, nor did he offer any 
ihsult to Lieutenant Bligh; while he 
himself strongly maintained that he was 
in his hammock wher. the affair took 
place. 


NEARLY TWENTY YEARS’ SILENCE. 


The mutineers directed their own 
course in the Bounty to Tahiti, where a 
number of them determined to stay. 
Christian, Adams, and seven others 
thought that Tahiti did not offer a safe 
refuge, and accordingly with six Tahition 
men, and a dozen women, put to sea, 
Janded at Pitcairn, took possession of the 
island, and settled there. It is an extra- 
ordinary fact that, although a close 
search was instituted, nothing was heard 
of them for nearly twenty years. 

In 1808 a contented and flourishing 
little colony of thirty-five souls, speaking 
inelish, and governed by John Adams, 
was accidentally discovered. on Pitcairn 
by Mr. Folger, the commander of an 
\merican vessel. Six years later Sir 
Thomas Staines and Captain Pipon, in 
the frigates Briton and Tagus, on their 
way from the Marquesas to Valparaiso, 
touched at the island without knowing 
its identity, to be rewarded with a story 
which made them gape with astonish- 
ment. 

When the mutineers had first reached 
Pitcairn, Christian had caused the 
Bounty to be run on the rocky shore, 
stripped of everything useful and then 
set on fire, thus depriving himself and his 
adherents of every hope of escape. For a 
time all went well. Pitcairn, roch-bound 
and mountainous, has a delightful 
climate and fertile soil, and the members 
of the little community were able to live 
in comparative luxury with the minimum 
of effort. Then Christian developed a 
sullen and ‘provocative temper,‘ and his 
conduct led. a native to shoot him while 
digging in his own yam plantation. A 
period of bitter quarrels ensued, 
culminating in a native rising, and the 
massacre, in the dead of night, of all the 
Inglishmen except Adams, who escaped 
with a musket ball through his shoulder. 

In revenge the women, on another 
memorable night, murdered all the 
Tahitian men, leaving Adams the sole 
man on the island, with some eight ‘or 
nine women and several children, in- 
cluding a son of the chief mutineer, 
Christian. 


PATRIARCHAL’ ADMINISTRATION. 


Thus cast on his own: resources, 
chastened by his adventures and 
responsibilities, Adams became im very 
deed and truth the Patriarch of the 
island. He governed his people with a 
degree of prudence and sagacity, which 
seems to have impressed not only Sir 
Thomas Staines and his colleague, but 
also Captain Beechey, who visited the 
island. on H.M.S. Blossom in 
Adams, a robust and sturdy man of 
dignified appearance, seems to have been 
equipped with advantages corsiderably 
above the level of the ordinary seaman 
of his time. He not only taught his 
people correct English, but inculcated 
in them a keen ‘regard for the principles 
of morality and religion. They were all 
made to assist in the cultivation of the 
land. Young people. when of a 
sufficient quantity of cleared land and 
of stock sufficient to muintain a family, 
were allowed to marry, but always and 
only with the consent of Adams, who 
united them by a formal ceremony. Sir 
Thomas Staines: quaintly observes that 
“they bade fair 1 raise a progeny as 
beautiful in form as any in Europe.” 
$ Their only quarrels, according to the 
anme authority, were “quarmels of the 
mouth.”

‘Adams made no secret of the fact that 
he was one of the mutineers of the Bounty. 
He expressed his utmost willingness to 
surrender to Sir Thomas Staines and to be 
taken back to England, but ‘‘the young 
men and women flocked around him, and 
with tears and entreaties begged that their 
‘Father and Protector’ might not be 
taken from them, <s without him they 
would perish.” So he was permitted to 
remain until death overtook him in 1829. 

In 1831 the islanders, whose numbers 
had rapidly increased, were at their own 
request transferred to Tahiti by the 
British Government; but, disgusted by 
Tahitian manners and customs, they 
returned in nine months in a vessel 
chartered’ by themselves. The island was 
annexed by Britain in 1830. Since then 
there has been another immigration, two 
hundred natives being transferred to 
Norfolk Island in 1856, but numbers of 
them soon found their way back again,

Georgian Dublin. 


The old Georgian houses of Dublin are 
falling rapidly from their high estate. 
Into Merrion square, once the “ Harley 
street” of Dublin, offices and flats are 
gradually creeping, and the doctors are 
adopting the American custom of merely 
keeping consulting rooms in town, and 
living. outside the city. On the doors of 
houses where once lived such well-known 
people as Sir William Wilde, Dr. William 
Stokes, Sir Philip Crampton, Sir Jonah 
Barrington, Daniel O’Connell, Dr. Robert 
Graves, etc., half-a-dozen bells may now 
be seen. The great houses of Henrietta 
street, in one of which—No, 10—lived the 
Earl and Countess of Blessington, were 
turned into barristers’ chambers. Harcourt 
street, not long ago the stronghold of 
dentists, is mow surrendered to private 
hotels. Here, in Nos. 16 and 17, formerly 
one house, lived the Earl of Clonmell, 


the entire south side of St. Stephen’s 
Green. Dublin may eventually go the way 
of London and have its fine old buildings 
pulled down to make room for blocks of 
palatial flats. 


Wise Words. 


I see that a ngvel type of pavement 
artist has made his appearance in 
Dublin, and his modus eperandi bids fair 
to earn for him a greater degree of 
patronage than that of his confréres who 
work on more ambitious lines.

Ulster Schools’ Cup. 


The Ulster Schools Cup final was 
played at Ravenhill on Monday last, and 
Methodist College proved too good for the 
Portora Royal School side, whose tackling 
was very weak.

A New O'Neill Play.

There is considerable surprise in 
political circles in the North at the rejec- 
tion of Mr. J. H. Robb, K.C., Parlia- 
mentary Secretary of the Northern 
Ministry of Education, as one of the 
nominees of the Queen’s University 
Unionist Association at the forthcoming 
general election. I understand this is 
due not to any dislike of Mr. Rebb 
personally, but is merely the first expres- 
sion of the great dissatisfaction which 
exists in the North with the Education 
Act and its administration, and also as a 
te ainst the inadequate provision 
or secondary teachers’ pensions, Rightly 
or wrongly the Ministry of Education. is 
credited with a desire, supported by 
several members of the Cabinet, to thwart 
the wishes of the United Protestant 
Churches and the Orange Institution for 
amendment of the Education Act, and a 
first-class political crisis upon the subject 
is developing in the North. Mr. Robb, 
K.C., only secured 42 votes in the final 
ballot for candidates, and the four 
selected were Professor Corkey (106 
votes), Professor Savory (102), Professor 
Johnstone (95) and Colonel Mitchell (91). 
As two University members are not seek- 
ing re-election Professor Johnstone is the 
only member for the University who has 
been re-nominated, and, like Colonel 
Mitchell, the well-known surgeon, and 
Professor Corkey, a Professor of Theology 
at Queen’s University, he was a student 
at the old Queen’s College. Professor 
Savory, by reason of his long residence in 
Belfast, might be said to have acquired 
Ulster nationality. He was born in 
Suffolk, the son of an English rector, and 
is of Huguenot extraction. Professor 
Savory, who is married to an Ulster lady, 
has for many years taken a deep interest 
in educational problems, and was 4 
former Commissidner of Intermediate 
Education in Ireland. 


A Motor Cycling Secretary. 


Mr. W. H. Freeman, the brain behind 
the organisation of the motor cycle trial 
held on Monday by the Dublin and Dis- 
trict Club, has been identified with the 
sport for a longer period than the secre- 
tary of any other motor cycling organisa- 
tion in Ireland. That is not surprising ; 
for his club is the oldest in the Irish Free 
State, having been founded about twenty- 
three years ago. IT learn that the Royal 
Irish Automobile Club has taken full ad- 
vantage of Mr. Freeman’s knowledge of 
motor sport. He is one of the principal 
members of the Course Committee, which 
has, probably, the most important of the 
sub-committee tasks in connection with 
the forthcoming car races in the Phenix 
Park.

Parking Places for ‘Buses. 


Dublin has been extraordinarily fortu- 
nate in oan at its disposal a number 
of places suitable for ‘bus termini without 
any preparation or expenditure. Not 
only were these termini ready for the 
"buses, they were so situated that they 
automatically regulated the starting and 
stopping places for the lines to the 
different parts of the city and country. 

Before the ‘buses came there were few 
more dreary parts of the city than Eden, 
Burgh and Aston’s quays and D'Olier 
street. With the solitary exception of 
Aston’s quay, they were all somewhat off 
the beaten track, so that they rarely 
presented an animated appearance. The 
buses have changed all that, and now all 
these places are gee | amongst the 
busiest in the city. his change is 
reflected in the number of shops newly 
opened. i 

Eden quay might have been specially 
designed as the terminus for the north- 
bound ’bus, Burgh quay for the southern, 
D'Olier street for the western and south- 
western, and Aston’s quay for the long- 
distance country ifláih, In each case 
there is a eircuit, of streets which obviates 
the necessity for turning these cumbrous 
vehicles, and that in itself 1s an advan- 
tage which is not to be despised. Few 
cities are so fortunately placed in this 
important matter. Here the ‘buses can 
come into the very centre of the city 
without causing any appreciable obstruc- 
tion to the ordinary traffic. It is one of 
the little blessings which Dublin owes to 
the foresight of that excellent pre-Union 
body, the Wide Street Commission. That 
body gave Dublin the design and the 
space, but its foresight could not have 
gone as far as ’buses.

Fermanagh s High Sheriff.

After the war he joined. the staff of 
Messrs. Brunner, Mond and Co. (now a 
member of the Imperial Chemical 
Industries, Ltd.) as a research chemist, 
and abandoned that work on the death of 
his father. He is a member of the 
Fermanagh County Council and other 
public bodies in the county, in which he 
takes a great interest. One of the few 
lady Masters of Hounds in Ireland is 
Captain Verschoyle’s wife. Mrs. Verschoyle 
is a keen huntswoman, and has been 
Master of the Fermanagh Harriers for the 
past three years. She takes part in many 
social activities in the county, and 
interests herself very much in nursing. 


The Park Ranger. 


Whether one shoukl treat the park 
rangers in St. Stephen’s Green as friends 
or enemies seems to be a question of age. 
Judged from observations there at the 
week-end, if one ts over nine years old, the 
guardian of the grass must be regarded as 
an enemy, out of whose reach it is desir- 
able to keep. Youngsters of five and six, 
on the other hand, approach the most for- 
midable of the rangers without fear and 
without awe. On Saturday, as far as | 
could discover, without appearing too 
obviously an eavesdropper, a conple of 
mites were trying to ascertain from a 
ranger exactly why they must not play on 
the grass. One of them stood on the 
grass while he debated the point. 


Kill-o-the-Grange. 


The other day I paid a visit to the old 
cemetery at the Kill-of-the-Grange, and I 
was very sorry to find that it bears a 
most neglected appearance, which is, I 
fear, typical of the way in which many 
of the antiquities in the neighbourhocd 
of Dublin are treated. 

The cemetery itself appears to be used 
as a dump for all kinds of fiith and 
rubbish, and many of the ancient tomb- 
stones are overgrown with weeds and 
creepers, so that it is quite impossible to 
read the inscriptions. I was really dis- 
gusted when I found that several of the 
headstones were lying face down on the 
ground, where they had cbviously been 
for years. 


Che Old Church. 


The ruins of the little ancient church 
in tiie cemetery appear to have been 
fairly well cared for, but some attention 
should be given to it soon, as there are 
bushes growing out from the foundations, 
and the accumulation of weeds on the 
walls is bound to affect the mortar detri- 
mentally. It is some years since I last 
visited the church, but I notice that in 
the time that has elapsed one of the 
headstones in the interior of the building 
bas rotted away to such an extent that the 
wording on it is virtually indecipherable. 

The church is believed to be of very 
great age, and seems to have had a 
chequered career until about the middle 
of the seventeenth century, when it 
ceased to be used for Public worship. It 
has the distinction of being, according to 
one authority, of the saline dimensions as 
St. Kevin’s Kitchen at Glendalougb, and 
& curious feature of the interior is the 
archway which was at one time broken 
through from the original primitive 
church (now the nave) to the chancel 
that was formed at a later date. The 
builders were apparently not accomplished 
architects, because one side of this arch 
is higher than the other by about two feet.

THEIR RANK AND 
STATUS.

A zreat deal of interest attaches to the 
approaching Papa] Consistory, because it 
will rest with the Pope to decide whether 
the present unusual state, in which there 
is a majority of non-Italian Cardinals, 
shall “” continne. What exactly is a 
Cardinal? Probably the name conveys 
little to the average Englishman ; for the 
English people are notoriously hazy about 
institutions and those connected with 
them. 

Historically, Cardinals go back to the 
early days of the Church, when peace had 
been given to the long-persecuted faith by 
Constantine’s Edict of Milan (312 A.D.). 
The Church then emerged, so to speak, 
from the dark recesses of the catacombs, 
and the parish priests of Rome—+.¢., those 
who were incumbents, as we should say, 
of the principal churches of the city— 
came to be known as ‘‘ Cardinal Priests.”’ 
It was Pope Marcellus who, in A.D. 304, 
first gave these ‘‘ titles ” to the parochial 
churches. 

Then in time the chief deacons of the 
fourteen “ Rezions.’* or Wards, of Rome 
came to be known as Cardinal Deacons. 
By the eleventh century the bishops of 
and several suburban sees around Rome, 
who act as the Pope’s suffragans, were 
known as “ Cention’ ishops.’’ 


THE PRIVY COUNCIL. 


Collectively, the Cardinals. as they are 
generally termed, act as the Privy Council 
of the Pope in all matters that pertain to 
the government of the Roman Catholic 
Church. When it is considered that there 
are over three hundred and _ thirty 
millions Roman Catholics in the 
world, the magnitude of this responsi- 
bility becomes apparent. Individually, 
the Cardinals, or at least some of them, 
act as presidents over the several “ Con- 
gregations,”” or Committees.. that are 
charged with carrying on the various 
departments of Church government. 
Thus, there is the “ Congregation of 
Sacred Rites,’ which regulates evervy- 
thing connected with public Services and 
worship. The “ Congregation of Propa- 
ganda “has charge over the ecclesiastical 
establishinents of missionary countries. 
The “ Congregation of Sacramenta) Dis- 
cipline ” legislates for the administra- 
tion of the Sacraments, grants dispensa- 
tions from impediments to

Mr. Irvine—Our agents in the markets. 

Mr. Dowd—Was one of them a director of 
this company? 

Mr. Irvine Yes; Mr. W. F. Bonser, of 
Bonser and Company. 

Mr. McConnell (another shareholder) 
asked what relation did that figure bear to 
the total! sales, and 

Mr. Irvine replied that it was about 5} 
per cent. of the total] sales. 

Mr. McConnell—That does not appear to 
me to be out of proportion to the turn-over. 
I presume that the position is actually hope- 
less. ‘There is no possible ‘chance of the 
shareholders getting back any of their 
money ‘ i 

Chairman—I am afraid not, 

FARMERS AND THE COMPANY. 

Mrs. Lentaigne suggested that the com- 
pany was not, a success because the farmers 
were antagonised by the policy oí the com- 
pany. 

Mr. MeConnell—]t was unfortunate that 
the co-operation of the farmers was not got, 
but I do not think that it would have meant 
the success of the company. 

Mr, Dowd—I think that it would have 
saved a lot of the overhead charges. We 
have not the gentlemen here now who started 
the company. Some of them got out when 
the ship was sinking. 

Mr. McConnell—I do not think there 
should be any reflection made on the direc- 
tors. There is not one of the directors who 
has not lost all his money. It is very hard 
lines to see an [Irish industry failing like 
this; it is very hard lines losing your money 
—I have lost a good deal of money—but, 
at the same time, if the thing is inevitable, 
there is no use blaming anybody. 

Mrs. Lentaigne—Seeing that this place has 
failed twice, with a grand plant and all 
that, I think that we should very closel 
examine the causes of this failure. I thin 
that most of us put our money into the 
company partly for the good of the country. 

THE CAUSES OF FAILURE. 

Mr. McConnell—Would it be unreasonable 
to ask the directors to give us a report on 
the causes of the failure! 

Chairman—It is a question that we are 
not absolutely unanimous on. Senator 
Couniban considers it an economic proposi- 
tion; personally I do not, unless there was 
some means of retailing.our own meat. The 
live animal in this country never realised 
his price when he was converted into meat. 
I should not say ‘* never,’’ because it was a 
kind of will-of-the-wisp business. For the 
once that we made money, we lost five times. 

Mrs. Lentaigne—A similar company In 
Waterford is a success? 

The Chairman—The Waterford company, I 
understand, does very little in cattle and a 
tremendous lot in pigs. 

Mrs. Lentaigne—It is run co-operatively by 
the farmers? : 
Mr. McConnell said that on the face of it 
it seemed a sound thing to kill cattle here and 
get a good price beyond. 

The Chairman—On principle it does. That 
is what brought us all into it. We tried 
to start a direct selling business in Dublin. 
and started on a small way in Abbey street, 
but when we went to open it we were not 
allowed to do so. That — cost the 
company something like £1,200. It never was 
opened at all—never did any business. 

Mrs. Lentaigne—It might be interesting to 
knew the contributory causes to that failure. 
Mr. Irvine—The Liquidator could carry on 
an investigation of that kind and appoint a 
small committee of shareholders and others to 


act with him. 


Mr. McConnell—As far as I can see the 


only solution would, be to fatten your cattle 


yourselves, kill them, and retail ihem your- 


selves.

A young woman, Mary Reynolds, Lisna- 
grish, Edgeworthstown, hae been remanded 
to the Longford District Court by Mr.

e old woman’s ecreams attracted the 
attention of Mr. Jack Moore, an ex-officer 
of the Free State Army, who saw the 
"- man ”" running away and gave pursuit. He 
caught the ‘“‘man”’ in the wood, and brought 
““him ” to the Civic Guards’ barrack. The 
“man” was then recognised as Mary 
Reynolds. Her clothes were found in the 
wood, where she had discarded them for the 
disguise.

APPEAL FOR FINANCIAL 
ASSISTANCE. i 


The annual meeting of the Trustees and 
Governors of the Old Men’s Home, North- 
brook road, Dublin, was held yesterday, Mr. 
George N. Irwin presiding. 

The annual report showed that in 1928 
seven inmates were elected, bringing the total 
 me-NNN of inmates in the Home to twenty- 
our. 

The audited statement, of accounts showed 
a slight increase in subscriptions and dona- 
tions over the year 1927, but it was regretted 
that they were £100 less than 1926 and £200 
less than 1925. : 

With sincere regret the Trustees and 
Governors recorded the death in February, 
1926, of Mr. George P. Beater, who had been 
for half a century closely connected with the 
Home. The death was also recorded with 
regret of Mr. E. Webber Smyth, who was a 
Life Governor. 

Messrs. J. Hall Cooper, Peter Good and 
Arthur H. Seale were elected Trustees to fill 
the vacancies caused by the deaths of former 
Trustees 

Proposing the adoption of the report and 
statement of accounts, the Chairinan said 
that so far as the management of the Home 
was concerned the Committee were doing 
everything possible to. keep down expenses. 
He would like to impress upon all interested 
the great necessity of improving their financial 
position. » : : 

Mr. W. R. Burgess seconded the motion, 
and it was passed unanimously. 

G™TTING POORER. 

The Rev. A. E. Hughes proposed a resolu- 
tion that the Old Men’s Home is deserving 
of the warmest support. He said that he 
believed they would find that as time went 
on that Protestant men of the type catered 
for in that Home would be much more in 
want of such institutions. His own expe- 
rience—and he believed that it was the ex- 
perience of other members—was that they 
were getting poorer and poorer. He found a 
greater number of poor Protestants now than 
ever before, and unless they had places like 
that Home to retire to he did not know what 
they would do. 

Mr. William Montgomery, who seconded 
the motion, suggested that applications 
might be made to subscribers to. increase 
their contributions, and also that Governors 
might be asked to subscribe annually. He 
believed that the time was coming when 
the ordinary Protestants in this country 
would have to look after themselves. If 
they did not do that they would be left. 

The resolution was carried unanimously. 

On the motion of Mr. A. C. Sibthorpe, 
seconded by Mr. William Henry Conyng- 
ham, Messrs. Craig, Gardner and Co. were 
re-elected auditors. 

On the motion of Mr. W. R. Booth, 
seconded by Mr. Peter Good, a resolution 
was unanimously adopted thanking the 
Press for their support of the Home.

FATHER ACCUSED OF 
MURDER. 


JUDGE AND “PECULIAR 
PROCEEDING,” 


(BEFORE MR, JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 


John Connors, a middle-aged farmer, 
Duncummin, Co. Tipperary, pleaded not 
guilty to having, on September 25, 1928, 
“pe Air Anne Connors (16), his daughter. 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C., and Mr. Dudley White, 
K.C. (mstructed by the State Solicitor), 
prosecuted. 

Mr. Joseph O'Connor, K.C., and Mr. 
Kavanagh (instructed by Mr. Attwell, 
solicitor) defended. 

Mr. Carrigan, stating the case for the pro- 
secution, said that the prisoner’s daughter, 
Anne Connors, was bheal kill on 
September 25, and the only question which 
the jury had to decide was whether she had 
been killed by a cow or by her father. Five 
years ago the accused man had the misfor- 
tune to lose his wife. He was a small farmer, 
living about four miles from the village of 
Emly, and possessed about sixteen acres. The 
history of the accused man, as related by 
himself, would satisfy them that he became 
enslaved to drink. His circumstances became 
wretched, and in September last he was pos- 
sessed only of a small part of the sixteen 
acres, having as stock only one old cow. 

| THE FAMILY. 

His family consisted of his daughter Anne, 
aged sixteen; a boy, Joseph, aged thirteen or 
fourteen, who was out in service with a 
farmer; Katty, aged twelve; John, aged nine, 
and the youngest of the family, Maisie, ayed 
seven years. That family was ‘‘ mothered”’ 
by the dead girl. For some time prior to 
September the accused man, who was hardly 
ever sober, was on a drinking bout. Op 
September 25 he borrowed a donkey and cart 
from a neighbour to go as far as Hospital, 
but - only as far as Emly, where he 
remained drinking all day, being taxen home 
that evening about 6.30 by the donkey. 

When he arrived home John, Katty, Maisie 
and Anne awaited him. He came back in a 
‘“towering temper,’ and the neighbours 
beard his voice raised, and it was evident 
that Anne and Katty were in his presence. 

The accused man’s story was that the 
supper had been prepared by himself and the 
children. There was meat on the table, and 
tea was actually in the cups, and it was 
suggested by the evidence that this man’s 
fury arose because of the absence of milk. A 
most unnatural course of conduct was then 
pursued by the prisoner. 

Continuing, counsel said that Anne went 
out to milk the cow, and Katty went out to 
look for her; but returned and told her 
father that she heard someone down at the 
gap in the field—the sound of someone 
breaking sticks. Then the father went out 
and, according to the prosecution, killed his 
daughter. He returned with the bucket con- 
taining milk, which, he said, he found in the 
field: whére the cow was. He sent. out the 
two children to search for Anne, telling them 
he called for Anne, but did not see her. 


DEAD IN THE GARDEN. 

The children went out, and” had no 
difficulty in finding 
garden about seven feet from the gap. They 
ran home in horror to their father, who then 
went out with Katty. When he saw the 
body of Anne he sent his son John to 
report the matter to the neighbours. Ellen 
and Michael Carrol] came to the scene, and 
the accused man told them that it was the 
cow that killed her. He offered the same 
explanation to the police, and this story was 
accepted by the jury at the inquest. 

POLICE INQUIRIES. 

The police not being satisfied with the’ 
story they pursued inquiries. The cow was 
seventeen years old and quiet, and there was 
no traca of blood on her, which might be 
expected if she had inflicted such serious 
injuries on the girl and tossed her over the 
fence into the garden where she was found. 
The girl’s right ear was shorn off, an eye 
was gouged out and the other badly injured, 
and the other parts of the body injured. 
There were five wounds in the forehead, 
the base of her skull, her teeth, her nose 
and her upper and lower jaws all were 
fractured. e police theory was that the 
prisoner cut off the girl’s ear with some 
weapon, and then threw her down and 
stamped on her face with his heavy boots. 
1t was vo answer to say: ‘‘ Where is the 
weapon and where are the boots?” 

After the funeral the accused man said to 
Superintendent Keegan, Civic Guard, that 
Katty was not satisfied that her sister was 
killed hy the cow, and suspected an elderly 
neighbour. From thet time forward the 
accused man dropped the theory “that the 
cow killed his daughter, and suggested the 
names of various men in the locality as 
possible murderers. ‘The police investigated 
these suspicions and found them to be 
groundless. 7 

Sergeant C. Gallagher, who . visited the 
prisoner's house on the night of the oecur- 
rence, said that he failed to find any trace 
of blood on the cow’s horns or on any part 
of its hody The father told him that the 
cow had killed his daughter when she was 
milking the animal, and that when he went 
cut to find his daughter he found the bucket 
of milk in the field. The accused man said 
that the cow was a wicked animal. 


FINDING OF THE BODY, 

Cross-examined by Mr. O’Connor, witness 
said that Katty made a statement while he 
was in the house in regard to the finding of 
the body by herself and John. Near the gap 
he found an impression on the ground close 
to the body, but he did not find any trace of 
hoof marks in the place 

Sergeant Michael Corcoran, Tipperary, said 
that he visited the house of the accused man, 
and gave it as his opinion that the cow was 
seventeen years old. When the Guards said 


-that they were not satisfied that the cow 


killed Anne Connors, the prisoner, in the 
course of a statement, mentioned a neighbour 
named Dwyer as having endeavoured to 
assault Anne on a couple of occasions. He 
was not on friendly terms with Dwyer, and 
Arne prevailed on him not to report the 
matter, as she did not want any talk about it. 

Referring to the inquest, the defendant said 
that Dwyer was in the room, and that he 
kept his head down all the time and did not 
speak. He described Dwyer as a very wicked 
man 

At a later visit to the house the prisoner 
asked the witness if a man named Archer 
would have murdered his daughter as the 
result of a dispute about the stealing of eggs. 
He investigated the matter, and subsequently 
told the accused man that he did not lelieve 
Archer had anything to do with it. The 
prisoner then mentioned two other men, and 
he also investigated the matter, and, believ- 
ing that the men iad nothing to do with the 
murder, he told the accused man, who re 
plied: ‘‘lt must have been the work of a 
lunatic.” 

NO HOOF MARKS. 

Witness added that he did not believe the 
vow got from the pasture field into the 
garden, where the body was found, nor did he 
see any hoof marks in the place. 

Answering Mr. O'Connor, he said that he 
wotld not expect to find hoof marks in the 
grass at the end of September after a spell of 
dryness.

The Rotary Movement. 


Some weeks ago reports from Rome and 
other continental capitals suggested that 
the Holy See had put the Rotary move- 
ment beyond the pale for all members of 
the Roman Catholic Church. Jt now 
appears that these reports were inaccurate 
and misleading. The actual) position is 
explained in Reuter’s message from Rome, 
which we print to-day. By a decree of 
the Consistorial Congregation, made on 
February 4th of the present year, priests 
were forbidden to join Rotary clubs or to 
be present at their meetings. It is true 
that the decree declared merely that such 
adherence was “not expedient,” but a 
decision in the term non expedit is re- 
garded as a prohibition. Certain news- 
papers in Italy demanded a wider ban, on 
the ridiculous plea that the Rotary move- 
ment not hostile to the 
Church, but had anti-Fascist sympathies. 
Fortunately, their campaign has been 
futile. To-day the Roman Catholic laity 
in virtually all countries—certainly 
throughout the English-speaking world— 
has full freedom to join the Rotary move-

Deadlock at Carlow. 


Statements by the two parties to the 
dispute in connection with the Carlow 
beet-sugar factory reveal the fact that a 
complete deadlock has been reached. The 
general public already is familiar with the 
main points at issue. When the Carlow 
factory began to operate contracts were 
made with farmers who undertook to grow 
sugar-beet, and they were paid at the rate 
of 54s. per ton for their supplies. The 
factory was given 24s. 6d. per hundred- 
weight by the Free State Government as a 
subsidy on manufactured sugar. These 
contracts held good for the first three years 
of the Carlow factory’s operations. At 
the end of that period the Government 
subsidy was reduced: from 24s. 6d. to 
22s. 6d. per hundredweight, and ‘the 
company promptly informed the beet- 
supplying farmers that it must reduce its 
price.from 54s. to 44s. per ton. This 


decided to refuse it. All growers of beet 
were requested to refrain from the con- 
clusion of. new contracts, and about, two 
months ago a serious crisis was precipi- 
tated. Finally, the good offices of Mr. 
P. J. Hogan, Minister for Agriculture, 
were invoked, and conferences have been 
in progress during the last few weeks. 
After much negotiation the Carlow 
company agreed to increase its offer from 
44s. to 45s. per ton, with the definite 
assertion that. no further advances could 
be made. The growers’ association now 
declares that it cannot accept this offer. 

The Belgian company, which secured the 
monopoly for the manufacture of beet- 
sugar.in the Free State, puts its case 
quite frankly. It has supplied the great 
bulk of the £460,000 in capital which has 
been sunk in the Carlow enterprise. After 
a period of ten years its subsidy from the 
Free State Government will cease, and 
consequently it must make an effort during 
the period of subsidy to secure a good 
return on its outlay. Last year, for 
instance, it paid its shareholders a divi- 
dend of 15 per cent., having devoted some 
10 per cent. to “ depreciation ” and having 
put a substantial sum to reserve. The 
beet-growers allege that, at this rate, | 
before the ten years’ period has been com- 
pleted, the company will have recouped 
itself for its entire ‘capital and 
will _have placed. large sums to 
reserve. They point out that the 15 per 
dividend is being paid almost 
entirely from the Government: subsidy, 
and that the factory is obtaining its raw 
materials, even under Jast year’s prices, 
for nothing. The advance of one shilling 
per .ton, which the company has offered, 
according to the growers is totally in- 
adequate. It represents an annual sum of 
only “£7,000, and cannot be accepted by 
the farmers, who already are growing 
sugar-beet at an uneconomic price. 

The person who is paying for it all— 
namely, the Free State taxpayer—is com- 
pletely in the dark. His money is being 
used to promote the beet-sugar industry. 
His parliamentary representatives have 
agreed to a very generous subsidy; and 
now, it seems, the whole business is in 
peril. A costly factory, with the most ex- 
pensive and most modern plant, has been 
erected at Carlow ; the working of the first 
three years, in regard both to quantity 
and to quality, has been admirable. Now, 
simply because the interested parties 
cannot agree concerning prices, there is a 
possibility that the factory may be closed 
during the next season. The Government 
has no real authority in the matter. Sir 
Maurice Lippens and his associates, as it 
seems, are prepared to close the Carlow 
factory rather than pay more than their 
amended offer of 45s. per ton, while the 
growers point to the fact that already 
they have secured an additional shilling 
by persistence in their attitude, and 
declare openly that, if they refuse to 
budge, the factory authorities wil] be 
forced in the long run to meet them. The 
beet-sugar enterprise is a matter of 
national importance, and neither the 
conpany no. the growers ought to be 
allowed to wreck it. As we think, the 
growers have a good case, but nothing will 
be gained by extreme methods. We 
cannot suppose that the Free State Govern- 
ment has exhausted all its resources 
during the recent negotiations, and we 
hope that it will make a new effort to 
arrange a settlement, The closing of the 
Carlow factory, as a result of the first 
dispute between manufacturers and 
growers, would be a sorry commentary on 
Belgian business methods and Irish 
common-sense. 


Nature’s Speed Limit. 


Beings of the angelic order, according 
to the schoolmen, could travel in space 
with the speed of thought. What is the 
highest speed at which it would be 
possible for human beings, while still in 
the flesh, to travel and to survive? 
Recent achievements on land and in the 
air have rendered: this more than a merely 
speculative question. In the coming race 
for the Schneider Trophy it is expected 
that speeds of over 300 miles an hour wil]. 
be attained, and it well may be doubted 
whether man can attain-to much higher 
speeds with any measure of safety. In‘a 
letter to the Daily Telegraph a corre- | 
spondent recalls a dictum by Stephenson, 
the inventor of the steam engine, that 


“he had ascertained that 400 miles an

hour was the extreme velocity: which the .

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human frame could endure, at. which it 
could move and exist.’’ The, statement 
occurs in Greville’s diary, under the date 
January .28th, 1834. ‘‘ Stephenson, the 
yreat engineer, told Lichfield that he had 
travelled on the Manchester and Liver- 
pool railroad for many miles at the rate 
of a mile a minute; that his doubt was 
not how fast ‘his engines could be made 
to go, but at what pace it would be proper 
to stop;.[and] that he could make them 
travel with greater speed than any, bird 
would cleave the air.” It will be 
observed that Stephenson seems to have 
employed a word, “ railroad,” which com- 
monly is supposed to be a term of American 
coinage. Aviation has brought into beinga 
mode of locomotion which faces a smaller 
resistance than any that was known to 
Stephenson, but in the air, as well cs 
on land, there must be a point at which 
acceleration would overtax the human 
frame and cause a suspension of sensory 
contro] and of judgment. In the air and 
on the land the latest speed ‘‘ records ”’ 
were attained only at the cost of life in 
the effort to surpass the previous 
“records.” There would be few to 
lament if demonstration should prove that 
Stephenson was right, and that man could 
not ‘travel much faster than he travels 
now. As we Jay eyes on engravings that 
depict the quiet progress of coaches 
through old Dublin, we are tempted to 
believe that slower, rather than faster, 
travel yet will be regarded as the surer 
means to felicity. 


Monaco. 


A revolution—not of the roulette wheel 
—is reported from Monaco, There are 700 
voters in that little Mediterranean State, 
and 620 of these have demanded the 
abdication’: of their prince. The 
Monegascans, it seems, dislike the 
methods of Prince Louis. He manages 
Monte Carlo so sagaciously that the 
gamblers of the world relieve his people 
of taxation. He “makes the foreigner 
pay ”—a happy arrangement desired in 
many lands, but nowhere else achieved. 
This is excellent, but it is not enough. 
He. forbids his people to frequent the 
gaming tables. Every nation in the world 
is welcome.to the casinos of Monte Carlo 
save the citizens of Monaco. Race, creed 
and domestic state impose no bar to the 
losing of little fortunes at “ boule”’ or of 
big fortunes at baccarat, with this solitary 
discrimination against the natives of 
the place. Accordingly, the Monegascans 
propose that Prince Pierre, their ruler’s 
son-in-law, shall be summoned to the 
throne for “a trial period of half a year. 
It is not known yet whether Prince Louis 
will accede to their demand, nor 18 Prince 
Pierre’s willingness to become a pro- 
bationary ruler signified. The present 
situation is a parable of human nature. 
The right to gamble, apparently, is dearer 
to the Monegascan .than humdrum 
security, and a ruler who plays the sports- 
man is preferred to one who governs men 
for their good, but in their own despite. 
lí Prince Pierre comes to the throne and 
gives his people the rein for six months, 
will they be. wiser when they are poorer? 
It would be interesting to know whether 
the women of Monaco approve of the 
demand of the 620 men—still more, 
whether they will approve of it six months 
hence.

THE EARL OF LIMERICK.

William. Henry Edmond de Vere Sheaffe 
Pery was the only son of the third Earl by 
bia: first marriage to his: cousin, Caroline 
Maria, daughter of the Rev. Henry Gray, 
and was born on September 16th, 1863. When 
he was little more.than two years old his 
father. succeeded to the: title, and he went 
to Eton as Lord Glentworth in 1877, Mr. G. 
E. Marindin being his tutor. He left in 1881 
and was Lieutenant in the 4th Battalion the 
Rifle Brigade from 1884 to 1890 and Captain 

Hon. - Major, 1896) in the 5th. Battalion, the 
oyal Munster Fusiliers, from 1891 to 1901. 
. Lord ‘Glentworth married in 1890 May 
Imelda Josephine, daughter of the ate Mr. 
Joseph Burke Irwin, in his day a noted 
Resident Magistrate in Ireland, and also well 
known as an amateur violinist. He succeeded 
his ‘father in 1896 as Earl of Limerick, 
Viscount Limerick and Baron Glentworth in 
the peerage of Ireland, and Baron Foxford 
in that of the United Kingdom. 

Lady ‘Limerick inherited her father’s 
musica] gift, and is known as one of the best 
amateur pianists. Shé foundéd the Shamrock 
League ‘to ‘benefit the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ 
Families’ Association by the sale of genuine 
shamrock. During the war she was superin- 
tendéd of the free buffet at London Bridge 
Station. She was created C.B.E. in 1920. Her 
only son, Lord Glentworth, R.A.F., and War- 
wickshire Yeomanry, was killed in action in 
May, 1918. Her daughter, Lady Victoria, 
who married Mr. J. C. Brady, of New York, 
died in December, 1918. The title. therefore, 
passes to the late peer’s half-brother, Major 
the Hon. E. C. Pery, D.S.0., who was born 
in 1888, the only son of the fourth Earl, by 
his marriage to Isabella, daughter of the 
Chevalier James de Colquhoun. She married, 
secondly, Maior Sir Edmund Halbert Elliot, 
and died in 1927. 

The new peer, who was educated af Eton 
and New College, Oxford. served in the 
Great War in Egypt, Gallipoli and France. 
He married, in 1926, Angela Olivia, daughter 
of the Jate Lieutenant-Colonel Sir Henry 
Trotter. His sister, Lady Mav Pery, mar-

MR. JOHN HARRISON. 


' Mr, John Harrison, the well-known operatic 
tenor, died yesterday at his residence in 
Colne, Lancashire, aged sixty-one years. Like 
many other noted tenors, Mr. John Harrison 
sang for some time as a baritone before his 
tenor range was developed. His voice was 
of the robust class, and at its best recalled 
the rich full timbre of Sims Reeves. As a 
singer he was more at home in oratorio than 
in opera, for while his voice was equal to 
the most exacting operatic part, he lacked 
that frée and natural dramatic action which 
Is necessary on the operatic stage. Yet one 
Was tempted to forget that obvious limita- 
tion by the natural beauty of his voice and 
the artistic merit of bis singing. Mr. 
Harrison received his vocal training in Lon 
don. He sang first in the Boosey ballad 
concerts, then in oratorio, and afterwards in 
the Quinlan Opera Company. ‘He made a 
tour of Australia and South Africa with 
Madame Ada Crossley’s Concert Party.

LONDON LETTER. - 


THE BUDCET.

59 FLEET STREET, LONDON, 
Tuespay NIGHT. 


In the Lobby to-day much satisfaction 
was expressed by members at the rumour 
that the Easter vacation is to be extended 
until April 16th, in order that the 
Chancellor cf the Exchequer may have a 
fortnight’s quiet meditation at his 
Westerham home in order to prepare |})s 
Budget. The announcement is not ver 
official, but it is expected that it will b 
made by the whips before long. Ti. 
Prime Minister, however, in an answer to 
Mr. Henderson this afternoon, said that 
he still hoped that the House would nit 
i be called together again before April 8th. 
The new date fixes the introduction of thie 
Budget for a week later than was 
originally intended, and the change 
owing to the rapid progress made wit 
parliamentary business, due mainly to th, 
fact that members have their eyes on thei: 
constituencies rather than on Parliamen: 
The forthcoming Budget will be Mr 
Churchill’s fifth, and with his fourth las: 
year he achieved the record of having in- 
troduced more Budgets than any liyine 
I statesman, except Mr. Lloyd George, wh. 
was responsible for nine. 


Petrol Prices. 


The feature of the question hour in the 
House of Commons this afternoon was the 
announcement by the Prime Minister that 
the Government had received a statement 
from the oi] companies concerned in rais 
ing the price of petrol. He intimated ths 
the statement would be issued to thie 
public, but would not state if it wae 
regarded as satisfactory, Attempts were 
made from the Opposition benches todra~ 
the Prime Minister into an expression «/ 
opinion, but he refused to be so drawn 
repeating that the answer had only jnst 
been received. It is understood that the 
full statement will be published to-night 
as a White Paper, and that no comment 
of any kind will be included. The Prime 
Minister intends to make a statement in 
the House later on, when the statement 
has ‘been properly considered. 


Motor Regulations. 


Following upon the little scene in the 
House of Commons yesterday, when a 
number of questions were addressed to the 
Minister of Transport on the point that 
it is an. offence to leave cars at a parking 
place with doors locked and the window: 
closed, further questions are to be aske:l 
about a regulation which apparently 1s 
little known to motorists. It appears that 
the regulation was issued by the Ministrr 
of Transport on January 24th, 1928, an‘! 
came into operation a week later; but 
motorists became aware of it for the first 
time when, thirteen months later, prosecu- 
tions took place at Marylebone. ‘The 
feeling expressed in many quarters is that 
the present system prevents the public 
from knowing what new regulations ther 
may be breaking. The regulation came 
to the knowledge of the Automobile 
Association only because that organisation 
keeps a record of all Government papers 
issued. That such a regulation is in for-a 
is surprising to most motorists, and it 
seeins necessary that steps should be taken 
to warn those parking their cars that it is 
in existence, 


Parliamentary Mortality. 


The recent heavy death-rate among 
members of Parliament has given rise to 
much discussion at Westminster, and it 
is pointed out that most of those who 
have passed away have been in the House 
of Commons since the beginning of the 
present Parliament or for a longer period. 
Some members are of the opinion that 
the Houses of Parliament are unhealthy ; 
for they are built on what was once a 
swamp, while there is very little natura! 
air in the place, since it is all washed and 
purified before it is allowed to enter the 
Chambers, and it is suggested that tls 
“cooking” of fresh air does not. make {for 
good health. Another point is that 
members of the House of Commons are 
now called upon to do a great deal more 
work than used to be the case: for, what 
with constant attendance in the Chamber 
and at multitudinous committees, a member 
has little time for his personal affairs or 
regular recreation.

limit the company can afford, and is 
final,’’ it is stated. 

The Beet-growers’ ‘Association already 
have refused this offer. 

The company state that the 45s. will 
apply also to contracts already signed for 

4s, per ton. They guarantee to take all 
the Beet growtt under contracts which 
have already been made, or which may be 
made-from now on for the 1929 crop. 

The company conclude by urging 
growers in their Own interests to sign 
contracts immediately. 


CASE FOR THE BEET GROWERS. 

The Irish -Beet-gréwers’ Association, in 
a statement Issued yesterday, refer to the 
abortive negotiations held last week, and 
remark that the:factory made an offer of 
45s. per ton basic price, which the 
farmers refused. The price given by the 
factory last year was 54s. for a three 
years’ contract, or 50s. for a-ome year's 
contract. | 

At the conference which took place ‘on 
the 11th inst., and which - lasted. eleven 
‘hours, the representatives of the farmers 
pointed out that the factory had up to 
the present paid a dividend of 15 per 
cent. ; had allowed for depreciation on the 
factory. buildings, equipment and machi- 
nery at the rate of 10 per cent. per 
annum, and, jn. addition, had carried con- 
siderable sums. to reserve, | 
-.They pointed out that, at the present 
rate of depreciation and dividend, the 
result at the end of the ten years’ period 


sent Government grant will last, would 
be that the company would be in a posi- 
tion to get back the entire capital 
of £400,000 which had been sunk in 


the factory; and, in the meantime, would 


have received dividends at the rate of 15 


per cent., and, in addition, would nave 
the accumulated  reserve—which the 
associated growers alleged would amount 
by now to over £100,000—and, of course, 
would still have the factory, plant, build- 
‘ings and machinery.

The real difficulty as to the price to be 
paid in ihe eoming year arises, according 
to the statement of the Growers’ Associa- 
tion, from two sources. Tlie first is that 
the price of, sugar in the market. has fallen 
considerably. The other is that during

| @ut down to £10,000, whereas in the first 
three years’ working of the factory it was” 


on an unlimited tonnage. and will be on 
a much larger tonnage again after these 
two years. ! 

It was, therefore, suggested by the 
Association that the: factory had selected 
these’ two particular’ years to fight the 
farmers as to prices, believing that, no 
matter: what the result. was, the factory 
cou]jd:make up for these two years of small 
subsidy. in the subsequent years, when 
subsidy would beion a larger ti nnage.. In 
other words, the farmers : uggested that 
the factory saw an opportunity during 
these two yc’ “ ofctrying to cut down the 
farmer as much as they could. 

“The position,” continues yesterday's 
statement by the Growers’ Association, 
“now stands as follows: the factory has 


| offered 45s., and.the farmers have refused 
| this. The farthers believe that the “factory 


could very easily afford to pay more. The 
price which is offered by the factory to 
Trish farmers is less than what is paid by 
the English factories to English farmers. 


HOW TO INCREASE. PRICES. 

“To increase the price from 45s. to 46s. 
would cost the factory not more than 
£7,000. This price would not be acceptable 
to the farmers. ‘To increase it to 47s. and so 
on, every increase of 1s. would cost the 
factory only £7,000. To give the farmer, 
therefore, a price of, say, 50s. per ton 
instead of 45s. would mean an additional 
cost .to-the factory of about £35,000, but 
certainly not more than this. 

“It is admitted quite frankly by the 
Farmers’ Association that to pay this 
price in the present year would probably 
not be possible for the factory on the 
year’s working alone, at the same time 
maintaining its high dividend of 15 per 
cent. and its large payment to reserve, 
but the farmer believes that the factory 
could. very easily pay this price, either by 
reducing its dividend, or even, if neces- 
sary, making use of the large reserve 
eréated in past years, or by anticipating 
the verv considerable increase of subsidy 
that will be received by the factory in 
future years. 


BEATING DOWN THE FARMERS. 
“The Association believes that these 
‘two present years are, for the reason 
mentioned above, being utilised by the 
factory to beat down the farmer to a 
price which is an uneconomic price. The 
Assbciation realises that the factory, in 
taking this course, is not animated by 
any ulterior purpose other than making 
as large profits as it possibly can for 
itself, and the farmers can quite appre- 
ciate this attitude. But, on the other 
hand, the farmers consider that. as the 
very existence of the industry 1s made 
possible only by the very large subsidy 
which is paid by the Government at the 
expense of the taxpayer, a fair proportion 
of the subsidy should find its way back 
into the pockets of the Trish farmer. 
‘“Ttvis fully realised that the foreign 
investors who built the factory are 
entitled to good interest on their money, 
and are entitled, and deserve, to be well 
treated in every way, as undoubtedly by 
creating the factory they did a very good 
turn to the Irish farmer. At the same 
time, the farmer feels that in the division 
of the subsidy, as between factory and 
grower, he should get his fair share, 
GROWERS STILL HOPING. 
“The. Association is confident that the 
terms which it has asked for are reason- 
able terms, and believes that, if its 
members stand firm, these terms will 
eventually be granted. Already the stand 
of the Association has meant an increased 
offer of ls. per ton. This offer, while not 
acceptable in itself, represents a conces- 
sion which the factory at the outset stated 
it would not make. 
‘‘If the members stand firm, the 
Association believe that further conces- 
sions “will be made. . Of one thing the 
Association. is certain, and that is—if the 


, members break away and accept contracts

(HE WORLD COURT. 


EFFECT OF THE NEW 
ARTICLES. 


In a leading article The Times 
oo erves :—The Committee of Jurists, 
which was instructed by last year’s 


Assembly of the League to review the 
Statute of the World Court, in anticipa- 
tion of the fresh election of judges, which 
-is due to take place next year, finished 
its Jabours last night. . While it wolld be 
premature to jump to conclusions about 
their ultimate effect, the. new. articles 
which it has drawn up certainly seem to 
Jay a firm basis upon which the United 
States, if she desires to act upon the sug- 
gestion of Mr. Kellogg’s note of last 
February, may enter the Permanent Court 
of International Justice. 4 

The previous approach oí the United 
States was barred by failure to agree with 
the countries that ‘had already signed the 
Statute upon the fifth of the reservations 
‘which the United States laid down as con- 
ditions of adherence. It was therein 
postulated that the Permanent Court was 
not, without the consent of the United 
States,. to entertain. any request for an 
advisory opinion touching any dispute or 
question “ in which the United States had, 
or claimed, an intérest,’’ : 

it is now proposed that, in cases in 
which an organ of the League desires an 
advisory opinion from the Court of Inter- 
national Justice, the Secretary-General of 
the League shall immediately inform the 
Washington Government of the proposed 
reference to The Hague, and thereupon, 


‘| if it is desired, an exchange of views shall 


forthwith take place between the organ of 
the League and the Government of the 
United States.

SOVIET PACT. 


“WORLD PRICES” 
NOW. RESTORED. 


The agreement reached with the Soviet 
“war,” and enabled the companies to 
raise pricés to a more economic level 
after the consumers of motor spirit and 
kerosene in Great Britain had paid prices 
for many months far below the level of 
world prices. 

This, in effect, is.the explanation .given 
by the three big oil companies: 

The Anglo-American Oil Co., Ltd.; 
The Anglo-Persian Oil Co., Ltd.; and 
The Shell-Mex, Ltd., 
in reply to the British Government's 
invitation to explain the reason for the 
increases as from Ist March of 2}d. and 
lid. per gallon in the price of motor 
spirit and of kerosene respectively. 


BELOW WORLD PRICES. 


They state that, despite the increase in 

question, the retail price of motor spirit 
in London to-day, after allowing for duty, 
is lower, and, for the must part, very 
much lower, than at any time during the 
last ten years—except for the twenty-three 
months, April, 1927, to February, 1929— 
which period represented a temporary and 
artificial phase. 
‘For many months consumers of. motor 
spirit and kerosene in Great Britain and 
Jreland had paid prices which were not 
“world prices. 

“Supplies controlled by the Union of 
Soviet Republics, and available to it under 
conditions bearine no relation to those of 
any other traders throughout the world, 
have been sold at prices definitely far 
below the level of world. values. Tho 
three companies were compelled either to 
meet this :ituation, or to withdraw partly 
or to a great extent, from the trade, — 

“This state of affairs could not continue 
indefinit.ly, but it was not until the end 
of February, 1929, that arrangements were 
reached which terminated the “price war" 
that had existed for almost..two years, 
thereby permitting a return towards that 
world level of prices which, in the long 
run, is essential to the maintenance of 
supplies for the British market. 


BRITAIN’S CONSUMPTION. 


“Great Britain’s - importation of all 
petroleum products does not exceed four 
per cent. of the world’s total consump- 
tion, and, therefore, the, extent of her 
imports is not such as to exercise by 
itself any powerful influence upon the 
value of world supplies.” 

The companies say that the total cost 
of commercial spirit delivered in bulk to 
wholesalers, including the purehase price 
in America—53d.—freightage, insurance, 
distribution costs and duty, is 1s. 2d. per 
imperial gallon. A subsequent table 
shows that the price realised by the com- 
panies in London is 1s. 2d. and Is. 23d. 
in the English provinces. 

The retail price of 1s. 5d. and Is. 53d. 
respectively gives the dealer a gross 1n- 
come net profit of ód. a gallon, ‘out of 
which he has to pay his expenses. 


SELLING AT A LOSS. 

The companies state that, after allow- 
ance rebates to large commercial uscrs, 
the price received by the companies was 
ts. 14d. in the London zone and Is. 2d 
in the English provinces, as against a 
total cost of Is. 2d. per gallon 

Much statistical matter is attached to 
the statement dealing with the organisa- 
tion of the three companies mentioned 
and with the consumption, production 
and cost of, petroleum products. 


NOT UNJUST. 

In conclusion, the statement says :— 
“Although distributing companies in 
Britain, as in every other country, are 
dependent on world-supplies obtainable 
at world-prices, the result of that depen- 
detice has in no way affected the British 
consumer unjustly, 

“As part ot their normal procedure 
the three companies do their best to fvre- 
see the trend of wuorld-prices, and to 
make advance arrangements to secure 
ainple supplies—and ‘at reasonably stable 
prices, which will be influenced only to an 
equitable degree by changes in world- 


prices,”

Mr. J. Beattie (Labour) complained of the 
payment of £160 to County Inspectors and 
District Inspectors of the Royal Ulster Con- 
stabulary for “locomotion allowance.” He 
charged the Government with altering the 
name of this allowance to “headquarter 
allowance’’ solely for the purpose of iv- 
ing the public and the Public Accounts Com- 
mittee. 

“ DAYLIGHT ROBBERY.” 

It was, he said, ‘‘ daylight robbery and 
plunder’’; for some of these officers had old 
cars which had not ‘“‘turned a wheel” for 


two years, and yet they got £160 a year each. 


for having such cars. One officer purchased 
an old Ford car for £30 solely for the pur- 
pese of showing that he had a car if chal- 
Jenged; but this car was ‘“‘laid up” and 
never used, and the officer got £100 a year 
for its maintenance. 

Mr. Beattie also contended that the cost of 
Government offices and hospitality should be 


reduced by 50 per cent. There were thousands 


of unemployed walking the streets, but the 
House was told that the unemployment 
figures had decreased: Men were being put 
cff the unemployment benefit. Widows and 
orphans and old age pensioners were bei 
denied their pensions. He alleged that the 
Government had been engag in “land 
jobbery.”’ at the taxpayers’ expense. 

Sir Dawson Bates (Minister of Home 
Affairs) said that Mr. Beattie was making a 
serious charge, which was a deliberate mis- 
statement. 

Mr. Beattie—If the cap fits you, then you 
are entitled to wear it. I say members of 
the Government have been engaged in land 
jobbery and corruption with the people's 
money. 

Mr. Moles (Deputy-Speaker) pointed out 
that this was not a parliamentary vbserva- 
tion, as the rules provided for a different 
method of dealing with such a charge. 

“I withdraw the word corruption,” said 
Mr. Beattie, “ and use, instead, maladminis- 
tration of the people’s money.” There was 
another instance, he said, a few weeks ago. 
Land for which £500 was formerly asked at 
Stormont had been bought by the Govern- 
ment for £6,000. 

SECRET SERVICE. 

He also complained of the expenditure 
upon secret service. What had they a secret 
service in Northern Ireland for when they 
were being told by members of the Govern- 
ment that there was law and order in the 
North, and peace, prosperity and content? 
He objected strongly to the continued expen- 
diture on special police. According to the 
declaration of the Government itself, such 
expenditure was unnecessary, and could be 
spent to relieve industry and unemployment. 

Referring to housing, he said that, while 
a landlord GovernMent was in power, the 
people could expect nothing, because the 
Government was reconstructing old slum pro- 
perty belonging to some of their landlord 


friends, 


Mr. George Henderson (Farmer) said 
that, whatever policy the Government had 
in other matters, they had no policy regard- 
ing economy in the estimates. No explana- 
tion had been given for the increase on last 
vear's estimate of £211,000. Owing to the 
financial arrangements between Ulster and 
the Imperial Parliament there was no induce- 
nient to economise, because the Minister of 
Finance had told them that, even if they 
did effect savings, not a penny would go to 
benefit the Ulster taxpayer, but would go 
to swell the hnperial contribution to Nor- 
thern freland. 

Criticising the present svstem of licensing 
public vehicles, he declared, amid laughter, 
that if the name of the Minister of Home 
Affairs, Sir Dawson Bates, went down to 
history at all it would go down as one who 
robbed the people of Belfast of a cheap 
transport service and _ created transport 
monopolies over the Six Counties. 

Mr. Cahir Healy (Nationaljst, Tyrone 
Fermanagh) said that the original arrange- 
mient was that the Northern Ireland's Im- 
perial contribution should be £8,000,000. 
Now, instead of paying an Imperial con- 
tribution, they were actually receiving money 
from Great Britain, but, despite that, they 
it known through the Im- 
perialist Press that they were paying a 
large contribution. Under the 1920 Act cer- 
tain guarantees were given to the minority 
in the North-East, but those, like the Jm- 
perial contribution, had. been cast to the 
winds. 

BUTTER FROM THE FREE STATE. 

Referring to the depressed state of agri- 
culture, he pointed out that the imports of 
butter had been increased, and the exports 
decreased. Denmark was cutting them out 
in their own market, and he ventured to say 
that in the principal shops in Beifast more 
Free State butter would be found than from 
the whole of the Northern creameries. 

Where, he inguired, were the Special Con- 
stabulary, for whom £61,000 was ear- 
marked’ That sum, he thought, was being 
spent paying Government propaganda agents 
who arranged meetings for Ministers down 
the country. They had a mythical army 
of officers exceedingly well paid. If they 
were doing any work they were doing pol- 
tical work for the Government, because 
there was no other work for them to do. 

In County Fermanagh alone 873 decrees 
for rent had been issued within the past 
six months. That did not suggest that 
ugriculture was in a ne condition, and 
farmers were sinking gradually in poverty 
and penury. One of the Government’s re- 
inedies was to export to Canada farmers’ 
sons. Recently a prominent supporter ot 
the Government suggested birth contro] as 
a remedy for unemployment. Did anybody 
know in those days of a Christian Govern- 
ment—and he supposed they were a Chris- 
tian Government—who would make a plea 
of that kind. 


GOVERNMENT “ ON THE DOLE.” 

“You have no policy, vision or outlook,’’ 
he declared, addressmg the Government 
benches. 

“You are living entirely on a dole from 
across the Channel, and do not know the 
moment it will be withdrawn .”’ 

Mr. William McMullan (Labour) com- 
plained of the attitude of the Belfast Guar 
dians in regard to the treatment of unem- 
ployed who had absorbed their unemploy- 
ment benefit. He declared that in the last 
week in February this year only £31 was dis- 
bursed in outdoor relief compared with £670 
for the oi week in 1927. It was 
the duty of the Government, to see that the 
poor in Belfast were treated in the way they 
should be treated. The Government, if 
necessary, should suppress the guardians and 
appoint commissioners, for no commissioners 
could be more neglectful of the poor. — 

Mr. J. Devlin (Nationalist) complained cf

of the Government, who were heads of de- 
partments, and should reply to the criticisms 
of their departments.

PERSONATION PLAGUE.

Mr. J. H. Collins (Nationalist) said that 
considerable economies could be effected in 
the Prime Minister’s Department alone, and 
when they considered that the total sum was 
£13,000, they would soon realise the startling 
amount allotted for this Department. Then 
there was the large sum of £1,400,000 as an 
Imperial contribution, although the Free 
State paid nothing. 

Mr. J. H, Robb, K.C., Parliamentary 
Secretary: to the Ministry of Education, 
replying to an observation by Mr, P. O'Neill, 
declared that it was not true that he 
declared a few days ago that the Govern- 
ment had decided that there would be no 
change in educational polieye. After refer 
ring to the deputation which waited upon 
the Prime Minister’ recently, he went on to 
say that no decision i come to. 

DE-RATING PROPOSALS. 

“TI further said that; ander the de-rating 
proposals of the Governmenf—seeing that so 
large a proportion of the rates that were 
paid from agricultaral land aod industrial 
enterprises would ‘be gontrijuted from the 
central exchequer—a few situation would 
arise, and it might be right for the Govern- 
ment to consider whether ens to have 
direct representation upon” Regional Educa- 
tional Committees.” 

Replying to members, Mr. J. M. Andrews, 
Minister of Labour, said that, regarding the 
administration of unemployment insurance, 
there could not be a fairer court than that 
which adminstered the fund, presided over, as 
it was, by a neutral gentleman with a legal 
knowledge and a high reputation, independent 
of the Minister's Department. If a claim 
was turned down it did not follow that it 
could not be reconsidéred. 

Mr. Andrews said that Mr. Lloyd George's 
proposals consisted of temporary relief 
schemes more widely embarked on; but if he 
ever got an opportunity of putting those into 
force he would find the difliculty he was up 
against. No Govenrment had done more to 
relieve unemployment than the present Go- 
vernmnet. He denied they were sending 
young people out of the country. They were 
merely training them for agricultural work in 
another part of-the Empire after they had 
failed to get work there, and the vasi 
majority of those boys were glad that they 
had gone, and some of them had written to 
him personally thanking him for the training 
the Government had given them.

NORTHERN BILL BANS UGLY 
PETROL STATIONS. 


In the Northern Ireland Senate, 

Viscount Charlemont moved. the second 
reading of the Petroleum (Amendment) Bill 
which, he said, was introduced for the pur- 

of amending and bringing up to date 
the enactments dealing with the storage, 
transport, testing and general use of 
petroleum and similar liquid fuels. The 
enormously extended use now made of petrol 
and the many dangers attendant thereon 
called for wider and more effective methods 
of supervision and ‘control. The test of 
whether a liquid was petroleum or petroleum 
spirit was the temperature below which such 
That 
temperature was now fixed at 75 degrees. 

The powers of an officer of a local au- 
thority were extended to enable him to 
exercise supervision, not only over persons 
who dealt in petroleum, but also over any 
person who kept petroleum spirit for the 

urpose of any trade or industry carried on 

y him. ‘These wider powers were called for, 
and had been in force in Great Britain for 
some time. Clause 7 amended the penalties 
to which persons who were guilty of a 
breach of the section of the Petroleum Act, 
1871, as regarded the keeping, sending or 
selling of a petroleum spirit were liable 
Forfeiture of the petroleum, which, under the 
older Act, was compulsory, would now be 
left to the discretion of the Court. In view 
of the large quantities now frequently kept 
the forfeiture of the whole stock would con 
stitute a somewhat too drastic penalty. 

In certain cases the .seale of fees chargo- 
able for licences to store petroleum were 
being amended, and the fees now payable 
varied from five shillings in the case of a 
quantity not exceeding a hundred gallons, to 
£5 for quantities exceeding fifty thousand 
gallons. The alteration from the flat rate of 
five shillings for a license would not affect 
the small user. 

A clause empowered the Minister of Home 
Affairs, if he was satisfied that any petroleum 
spirit was dangerous, or likely to be in- 
jurious to nealth, either to prohibit its sale 
and use altogether or to prescribe certain 
conditions and precautions to be observed. 


THE PETROL PHILISTINE. 

Another clause was designed to prevent the 
disfigurement of scenery or places of historic 
interest by unsuitable and unsightly erections, 
such as petrol-tilling stations. 

Senator Leslie expresged the nope that the 
powers to be given local authorities réegard- 
ing the erection cf petrol-filling stations 
would be exercised with caution and with a 
die regard to the reasonable requirements of 
the countryside. | |

_ In view of the approaching general sain 
made 
to settle the differences between the ern- 
ment and a large section of its supporters 
upon the temperance question. 

It is well known that the Temperance 
Party is preparing to nominate a number of 
Unionist candidates ma to its policy of 
local option. A new pian for temperance 
reform is being put forward which is likely 
to meet with more general agreement than 
local option. The new proposal is a gradual 
cancellation of licences, with compensation 
for the licensees, the necessary money for 
the scheme being provided by the remainder 
of the trade, the value of whose property 
would be automatically increased as the pro- 
cess proceeded. 

It is claimed for the new scheme by the 
Rev. Robert Hyndman, a _ Presbyterian 
minister closely associated with the temper- 
ance movement, that, with the elimination 


of a certain number of licences each year, it 


would be possible in ten or twelve years to 
achieve a great reform. 

There are approximately 3,800 licences in 
Northern Ireland, or one licence for every 
329 persons, and, as the consumption of 
drink is claimed to be only one-third of what 
it was in pre-war days, it is contended that 
there is need for a great reduction in the 
number of licences. ! 

* ROMAN CATHOLIC SUPPORT. 

It is pointed out that the Free State has 
reduced considerably the number of licences 
by a similar method, which was also used to 
a great extent in Northern Ireland to abolish 
spirit groceries. 
we appeal is being made to the Government. 
the Churches, and the temperance leaders for 
the adoption of the scheme, and interesting 
developments are anticipated. It is believed 
that the new proposals will have the support 
of the Roman Catholic Pioneer Temperance

WESTMINSTER, Tuesday. 

Commander Kenworthy, speaking on the 
report stage of the Navy estimates, said 
that he wondered what reforms in the Ser- 
vice Mr, Bridgeman could claim to have 
brought about, when from the red benches 
of the House of Lords he came to review the 
five years he had served at the pany 
One thing Mr. Bridgeman had done. By the 
stroke of his pen he had saved a few pounds 
a year by destroying the individuality of 
the two separate corps of the Royal Marines. 
Commander Kenworthy’s criticism of naval 
administration was detailed and varied. For 
instance, he protested against the splendid 
men in the Service having to exhaust their 
energies on holystoning. He dealt at length 
with the changes made in the Marine Corps, 
and for sixty minutes he dilated on other 
matters for the purpose of showing how 
much better off the Navy would be if any 
other Government but the present one had 
been in power. He concluded by moving 
the reduction of the vote. 

The motion was supported by Sir Godfrey 
Collins, who considered that the personnet 
of the Navy was far larger than the necessi- 
ties of the case demanded. Mr. Bennett, 
Labour member for Battersea, cheerfully 
prognosticated that the next war would be 
gr with poison gas and disease germs, 
and that the Navy would not be of the 
slightest use as a combative force. 

Jolonel Headlam said that it was very 
sad, after the Admiralty had laboured so 
hard and effectively to economise, to find 
how little sympathy they got from the 
Opposition. Like Oliver Twist, hon. mem- 
bers opposite were always asking for “more” 
drastic reductions. On this occasion, at 
any rate, they could not have any more. 
With regard to the possibilities of war in 
the future, that was a matter of policy 
which concerned the Government alone. 
Their duty at the Admiralty was to see that 
the Navy was well manned and up-to-date. 

Commander Kenworthy’s motion for the 
reduction of naval personnel was rejected by 
182 votes to 80. 

On the vote for works and buildings, Mr. 
Ammon strongly attacked the Singapore 
naval base scheme. This, he said, aroused 
suspicions of other nations as to our peaceful 
intentions, and at a time when it was most 
desirable to effect economies would entail an 
expenditure of at least ten millidns. 

r.. Bridgeman. replied that the policy 
witn regard to Singapore has been argued in 
the House on a number of occasions, and 
there was very little more to say about it. 
Singapore was intended as a pivotal point 
which would give greater mobility to the 
Fleet, and ‘ts total cost when finished was 
estimated at £7,750,000. Towards that sum 
contributions had been made by Hong Kong, 
the Malay Straits, the Straits Settlement and 
New d. 

The vote was carried by 164 to 73. 

The remaining Naval votes were agreed to, 
and the Consolidated Fund Bill was brought 
in and read a first time.

MONAGHAN MAN. 


At the Monaghan District Court yesterday, 
Michael Connolly, a iarmer, of Derryarrat,

Guard O’Riordan gave evidence of meeting 
three men in a laneway leading to.

When searched, a 
small drinking glass, which the Guard said 
smelled strongly of poteen, was found on 
Michael Connolly.

After Michael had gone away the Guard 
said that he got under cover in a hedge, 
where he remained watching the house to 
which the men had gone. After eight 
minutes he saw Michael Connolly go from 
that house in the direction of his own dwell- 
ing. The witness followed him along the 
hedge. He heard a whistle from the direc- 
tion of the house which Connolly left. The 
defendant looked back, and then went faSter. 
The witness got to the house before him, kept 
concealéd while Connolly went into a stable, 
and he came out with a two or three-gallon 
jar. The witness caught hold of the jar, and 
asked Connolly to let it go. The defendant 
pulled the jar from him, lifted it with his 
two hands, and smashed it on the paving- 
stones on the ground. It appeared to be 
about half full, as there was a big flow of 
liquid on the street, and from the smell he 
knew immediately “that it was poteen. The 
defendant then rushed out of his sight, and 
he did not see him again. He collected some 
of the poteen in a fragment of the jar, when 
Rose Connolly, the wife of the defendant, 
came out of the kitchen, caught hold of his 
hand, and spilled the liquid out of the broken 
fragment. She told him that it was not

On the motion of the Rev. Mr. Crockett, 
seconded by the Rev. Mr. Hall, the reports 
were received and adopted. 

The Rev, Mr. Crockett read a letter from 
the son of the Rev. Dr. Brown, the Manse, 
Bandon, thanking the Synod for the resolu- 
tion of sympathy and good wishes passed ig 
connection with the retirement of Dr. Brown,

STATE OF 

The report on the state of religion was 
read by the Rev. Mr. Killeen. 

The Moderator, in speaking to the report, 
commended it for its clear and business-like 
compilation by the Rev. Mr. Killeen. The 
report, he said, touched the very reason for 
their existence, and Mr. Killeen had pre- 
sented them with an extraordnarily fine 
panoramic view of the multitudinous 
activities of their Church in many and 
different kinds of : : 

The Rev Mr. Hall (Drogheda) urged that 
ministers should follow up their Sunday 
Services by keeping in personal touch with 
the members of their congregations. Every 
minister should be his own colporteur and 
evangelist, 

The Rev. Dr. Johnston proposed the recep- 
tion of the report, and spoke of the immense 
pains which Mr. Killeen had taken not 
alone with this one, but also with previous 
reports. 

The Rev. T. Byers seconded the motion, 
and it was passed. 


TEMPERANCE. 

Dr. McKee presented 
report on Temperance. It dealt solely 
vith the conditions in the Free State. 
It stated that ‘‘the general attitude of the 
rank and file in the Free State did not Jead 
one to expect that the Government would 
take any great step of reform against the 
vested interests of the liquor traffic.’ In 
the Presbyterian community there was not 
much drinking, and temperance sentiment 
was fairly strong. | 

The report werit on to say that the first 
necessary step towards real temperance re- 
form was to edacate the people with a view 
to the suppression, not only of the drinking 
evil, but of gambling also. 

In Northern Ireland the Committee of 
the General Assembly was concentrating on 
local option, and they in the Free State 
were following with deep and widening in 
terest the cause in the six counties. 

The Rev. Mr. Breakey, in moving the 
adoption of the report, spoke of the great 
benefits that had accrued to the United 
States from prohibition They should be 
united, South and North, in a great cam- 
paign against the intemperance evil. 

Mr. J. C. Henry seconded the motion. 

Mrs. Martin, in supporting it, referred to 
the election of the Rev. Dr. Corkey for 
Queen’s University in Belfast as a victory 
for local option. (Applause.) 

The report was adopted. 


SUSTENTATION FUND. 

The Rev. Mr. Crockett presented the Sus. 
tentation Fund report, which showed that 

congregations in the Presbytery had re- 
mitted to Belfast a total of £4,116 15s. 8d. 
for 1928, or an increase of £319 7s. 7d. 
compared with the previous year’s total 

Mr. Henry seconded the report, and it 
was adopted. 

The Rev. J. 8. Crockett, the Rev. J. C.

EXPLORATION IN THE 
ANTARCTIC. 


BRITAIN GRANTS USE OF 
DISCOVERY. 

As recently announced by the Prime. 
Minister of the Commonwealth of Australia, 
the Commonwealth Government is promoting 
an expedition for the purpose of scientifis 
and survey work in the Antarctic lands lying 
south of Australia. The expedition will be 
under the leadership of Sir Douglas Maweon, 
and tif: Colonial Office states that Hw 
Majestws Government in the United 
Kingdom have marked their desire to assist 
by making a financial contribution, sufficient 
to enable the ship Discovery to be placed 
at the disposal of the expedition. It 1s 
anticipated that the investigations will 
occupy two seasons, from the summer oi 
1929 to the summer of 1951. 

The investigations under the “ Discover 
Committee, which were started in 1925, are 
still in progress, and the Secretary of State 
for the Colonies has sanctioned the co 
struction ef a ship which, with the William 
Scoresby, will peas the work of the “' Dis- 
covery’ Committee to be continued without 
interruption. The vessel is being constructed 
at Port Glasgow by Messrs. Ferguson Bros., 
Lid., to the order of the Crown Agents for 
the Colonies, and under the supervision of 
Messrs. Flannery, Baggallay and Johnson.

SATISFACTORY FIGURES. 
The final turns of the tax-gatherer’s screw 
are bringing revenue in on an increasing 
scale. This week's inflow of just over 


£30,000,000 raises the total to date, including 


the self-balancing items, to £778,300,000 
while expenditure, which amounts to less 
than £14,000,000 for the week, aggregates. 
£776,200,000. Thus, for the first time, 
revenue takes tlie lead, with only two more 
weeks remaining befere the close of the 
financial year. The total revenue to date is. 
now less than £9,000,000 below that at the 
corresponding stage a year ago, so that 
allowing for the fact thet this year’s estimate ' 
is for a drop, compared with last years, 
actual receipts of £11,000,000. there is less» 
than £2,000,000 of leeway to be made up. 
The expenditure position is no less satis-- 
factory. Expenditure’ to date is rough!y 
£19,000,000 less than-at this stage a year. 
ago, against an estimated contraction in” 
expenditure compared with last year’s actual 
figure of 616 500,000. Even allowing for Sink 
ing Fund adjustments, therefore. it seems 
likely that the Chancellor’s estimated surplus 
of just under £9,000,000 will be fully realised. 
The healthy inflow of réevenre this week Is 
largely accounted for by income tax with 
£11,000,000, super tax with £5,000,000, and 
receipts from sundry loans with £6,000,000, 
reflecting last Friday’s payments of the 
instalments on the French and Italian war 
debts. Expenditure was mainly on supp\y 
services, payments to Sinking Fund being 
nearly £11,000,000 behind the same stage 4 
year ago. The heavy excess of revenue for 
the week is reflected in a further contrac- 


tion of nearly £20,000,000 in the Floating 
Debt.

feated «the Continental experts, has bee" 
solved in Great Britain. 

“The exnerience at Evbsham during the 
past four months,” said the Managing Direc , 
tor of Sugar Beet and Crop Driers, Ltd., ™ 
Thursday, “ has proved that the cost of dry 
ine the beet on a commercial scale is sub- 
stantially less than the estimates based cn 
earlier trial workines, and it has also prov 
to be possible to eliminate certain steps from 
the extraction process. It is anticipated.
